ORDER 

New Delhi, the 30th March, 2005 

s.o. 452 (E).— Whereas it has come to the notice of the Central 
Government that tea, not conforming to the standards prescribed 
under the Prevention of Food Adulteration Act, 1954 or tea waste, is 
being imported into the country for re-export; 

And whereas the image of Indian tea is adversely affected 
because of such re-export and this causes a decline in the export 
performance of the country; 

And whereas the Tea Act, 1953 (Act 29 of 1953) (hereinafter 
referred to as the said Act) interalia provides for the control by the 
Union of the export of tea from India; 

And whereas it is the policy of the Central Government to 
improve the quality of teas exported from India and increase exports 
from India; 

And whereas Chapter IV of the said Act specifically deals with 
the control over the export of tea, particularly the conditions under 
which such exports can take piace; 
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And whereas the Central Government in exercise of its powers 
conferred under sub-sections (3) and (5) of section 30 of the said Act 
has made the Tea (Distribution and Export) Control Order, 1957; 

And whereas clause (a) of section 24 of the said Act provides 
that nothing in Chapter IV of the said Act would apply to tea proved to 
the satisfaction of the Customs collector to have been imported into 
India from any port outside India; 

And whereas such a provision would tantamount to excluding 
imported tea from the controls envisaged under the Tea (Distribution 
and Export) Control Order, 1957; 

And whereas sub-section (1) of section 48 of the said Act 
provides for the suspension of the operation of all or any of the 
provisions of the Act in certain circumstances or in public interest; 

And whereas the Central Government is satisfied that exclusion 
of imported tea from the control on tea exports would be injurious tc 
the development of exports from India, which would adversely affect 
the tea industry and hence it is necessary or expedient in the public 
interest; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred under sub¬ 
section (1) of section 48 of the Tea Act, 1953, the Central 
Government hereby suspends the operation of clause (a) of section 
24 of the Tea Act, 1953 until further orders with effect from the date of 
publication of this notification in the Official Gazette.
